COL. R. G. INGERSOLL’S ASHES 
TO BE-BURIED IN ARLINGTON 


Agnostic Orator, Will Be Reinterred 
May 4 in National 
Cemetery. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The 
ashes of Col. Robert G. Ingersoll. 
agnostic orator, will be buried in 
Arlington National Cemetery May 4 
at 10 a.m. War Department offi- 
cials said today that “a friend” of 
Ingersoll’'s had requested that a 
grave be prepared for that date 
Permission was granted April 19, 
1930. 

Department officials said that no 
mention was made in the applica- 
tion toward a similar burial for 
Mrs. Ingerscll. 

Ingersoll was born in Dresden, 
N. Y., the son of a preacher, in 
1833. When the Civil War broke 
out he was practicing law in Peo- 
ria, Ill., having atfrived there from 
New York by way of various towns 
in Ohio and Southern Illinois. 

He became Colonel of the Elev- 
enth Illinois Cavalry and served un- 
til his capture in 1862. After the 
war he was active in Republican 
politics and it was he who nomin- 
ated James G. Blaine for the Presi- 
dency in 1876 as “The Plumed 
Knight.” He was a skillful trial 
lawyer and eloquent orator. His 
agnosticism was the subject of sev- 
eral lectures, later compiled into 
books. 

Col. Ingersoll died in Dobbs 
Ferry, N. Y., July 21, 1899. The 
body was cremated and the ashes 
were placed in a bronze urn at 
Dobbs Ferry. There is a bronze 
statue of him in Glen Oak Park, 
Peoria.

Democratic senatorial nomination 
in Missouri, that as a member of 
the Senate he would vo.e for the 
submission to the people of a 
liquor-control plan as a substitute 
for the eighteenth amendment. 

Hay’s announcement of his po- 
sition came in ¢ speech at .00n 
today before the National Wom- 
en’s Democratic Club. Summed up, 
his statemen. was this: 

That he did not favor an out- 
right repealer of the eighteenth 
amendment without qualification, 
but that, in view of present public 
sentiment, he would be ‘villing to 
sit down with others, wets: and 
drys, and try to frame a ‘“con- 
structive’ alternative that would 
safeguard the rights of the dry 
states and prevent abuses, includ- 
ing the return of the old-tim. sa- 
loon, in the wet states. 

Growing Public Sentiment. 

Coming from a man nationally 
known as a dry leader, Hay’s state- 
ment was generally taken here as 
a significant indication—of which 
there have been many in_ recent 
weeks—of a growing public senti- 
ment for some kind of raf rendum 
on the prohibition question. 

Leading Missouri drys, including 
Mrs. Nelle C. Burger, head of the 
State W. C. T. U., and P. A. Tate, 
the Anti-Saloon League superin- 
tendent, were understood to’ have 
been consulted by Hay and to have 
fallen in line with his views as 
expressed here today. Mrs. Burger 
was expected to comment ina 
statement from her home in 
Springfield. 

Public expression of the opinion 
of Missouri wets on Hay’s proposal 
was awaited with interest. Thosc 
with whom he conferred in ad- 
vance were said to have expressed 
general approval. 

Though Hay approved the prohi- 
bition referendum plan of former 
Gov. Byrd of Virginia, he said he 
was not committed to that plan to 
the exclusion of others that might 
be offered. He reserved the right 
to oppose the ultimate adoption, by 
the people, of whatever. proposal 
he might be willing for Congress 
to submit to the people. 

Warning to Democrats. 

Hay said the Democrats, now 
“on the road to. victory,’’ should 
not allow themselves to be divided 
and confused by the prohibition is- 
sue. This “road to victory,” he 
added, lay “not along Wall street, 
but along the main streets of the 
citics and towns and along. the 
couniry roads." ‘ihe great issue 
before the country, he said, was 
the economic issue—‘‘the question 
whether or not the masses of the 
people were to continue to be ex- 
ploited by privileged interests.” 


Two recent speeches, Hay con- 
tinued, brought out the contrasting 
Philosophies of government be- 
tween which the people were called 
on to decide. One was the recent 
statement by Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills before a congres- 
sional comunittee, upholding the 
theory that the people were best 
served by a prosperity allowed to 
trickle down fi0m the top of the 
heap to the bottom, and the other 
the St. Paul speech of Gov. Roose- 
velt. 

The latter, in conjunction with 
the earlier radio speech by Roosve- 
velt on the “forgotten man,” -was 
declared by Hay to be “Jefferson- 
ianism brought down to date,” jus. 
as the Mills statement was ‘“‘Hamil- 
tonianism brought down to date.” 

In reference to the attack made 
on Roosevelt by former Gov. Smith 
at the recent Jefferson day dinner 
in Washington, Hay said: “If what 
Gov. Roosevelt says is demagogery, 
I say that the country needs more 
of it.” 

“It is generally khown in my 
State that I favor the eighteenth 
amendment,” he said. “So far as 
the question is concerned, this is 
my position: 

“I favor improvement in the ad- 
ministration of the policy declared 
by the amendment and in the en- 
forcement of the laws designed to 
carry it into effect. Whether we 
favor the policy or not, we should, 
with ane accord, demand that it 
be given a fair, honest, uncorrupted 
and incorruptable administration. 


Recalls 1910 Dry Stand. 

“T hold and have always hela 
than when any proposed amena- 
ment to the Constitution is so far 
supported by public opinion as that, 
if submitted, there is a real ques- 
tion as to the action of the people 
thereon, it should be submitted.

CLAIM AS HEIR 10 
$300,000 ESTATE 


His Adoption, a Few\Hours 
Before Death of His Fos- 
ter Mother, Is Declared 
Legal by Court. 


CONTEST FILED 
BY RELATIVES 


If Today’s Decision Is Up- 
held, However, Then: At- 
tack on Will Automatical- 
ly Fail Also. 


The adoption of Bert J. Francis 
a few hours before the death of his 
foster mother, Mrs. Nettie R. 
Francis, was upheld today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Hartmann, who dis- 
missed a suit by several of Mrs. 
Francis’ relatives to set aside the 
adoption. 

Bert Francis is named the sole 
heir in Mrs. Francis’ will. A suit 
to set aside the will also has been 
filed by the relatives. However, if 
the adoption is upheld on appeal, 
‘the will contest will be meaning- 
less, inasmuch as under the law 
Francis will be the sole heir wheth- 
er the will is held good or not. 

The estate, mostly apartment 
property, has an estimated value 
of $350,000. Judge Hartmann took 
the adoption case under advise- 
ment after it was tried last No- 
ver ber. 

In giving his decision, the Judge 
said he entertained some doubt as 
to whether there had been any un- 
due influence in obtaining the 
adoption and said he believed from 
the testimony that Mrs. Francis 
“actually intended to adopt the de- 
fendant although her husband, who 
died in 1924, did not do so during 
his lifetime.” Her husband was A. 
J. Francis, a building contractor. 

Francis, who testified he was 23 
years old before he learned he was 
not the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis, said he was not adopted le- 
gally when they took him into 
their home when he was 3 years 
old, because his father, Dr. Eu- 
gene Caulfield, would not agree to 
adoption unless he could have cus- 
tedy of the child twice a month. 

However, he continued, he had! 
no recoliection that his father 
ever visited him, or of any other 
fact which indicated to him he 
was not the Francis’ real son. Dr. 
Caulfield, Francis said he was told, 
died in 1915, and his mother was 
killed in an elevator accident when 
he was about two years old. 

Information that he was not 
Francis’ son came to him from 
other persons and when he asked 
Mrs. Francis she replied, “They 
don’t know what they’re talking 
about,” the defendant testified. 
When he was 23 years old, he said, 
he asked again and she told him 
the truth. Adoption papers were 
prepared in July, 1930, but Mrs. 
Francis was ill, according to testi- 
mony, and filing of them was de- 
layed until Sept. 5, the day she 
died, when they were filed in 
Juvenile Court. 

Plaintiffs in the adoption and 
will cases include three sisters and 
a brother of Mrs. Francis. Her 
father, August Brussman, of Lees- 
burg, Mo., also was a plaintiff, but 
died while the litigation was pend- 
ing. 

On cross-examination of Francis, 
Harvey B. Cox, attorney for the 
plaintiffs, developed that Francis’ 
own infant son is named Robert 
Eugene Francis and is known as 
Eugene. He attempted to estab- 
lish the child was named for 
Francis’ own father, but the de- 
fendant replied: ‘‘My wife selected 
the name.”

ANOTHER ALENT 
ON STAND SAY 
MASSIEWAS SANE 


Dr. Joseph Catton’s Testi- 
mony Winds Up Rebut- 
tal in Kahahawai Murder 
Trial. 


CASE LIKELY TO GO 
TO JURY TOMORROW 


State Concentrating oh In- 
sanity Plea Because, if 
Accepted, All Defendants 
Will Be Freed. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, April 25. — The 
final effort to preve that Lieut. 
Thomas H. Massie was sane when 
he fired the shot which killed 
Joseph Kahahawai was made. by 
the prosecution in the lynching 
trial today by calling -to the wit- 
ness stand Dr. Joseph Catton, San 
Francisco alienist. 

The third expert to testify for 
the prosecution, Dr. Catton carried 
to the chair a typewritten report 
of his study of the case. After 
completion of this report yester- 
Guy it became known the San 
Francisco alienist, like the two 
preceding him, had concluded Mas- 
sie was sane at the time of the 
tragedy. 

Dr. Catton 
specialist in mental 
diseases. 

Associate Prosecutor Barry S. 
Ulrich sought to bring in Dr. Cat. 
ton’s experierice as a prosecution 
witness in the recent trial of Mrs. 
Winnie Ruth Judd, sentenced to 
death in Arizona for the killing of 
two women friends. A quick ob- 
jection by Clarence Darrow, head 
of the defense, prevented this. 

Dr. Catton said he had read all 
the testimony bearing on Massic's 
mental condition. 

“Have you reached a conclusion 
regarding. Mr. Massie’s sanity at 
the time the shot was fired?” Ul- 
rich asked. “Yes.”’ 

Picture from the Records. 

The witness said he had gleaned 
enough from the record to give 
him a picture of Massie’s mental 
state the ‘day Kahahawai was 
slain after allegedly admitting tak- 
ing part in an attack on Mrs. 
Thalia Massie wife of the accused 
naval officer. 

Dr. Catton said when Mrs. Mas- 
sie went to parties she often want- 
ed to go home early, and recalled 
that this happened the night of 
last Sept. 12, when she was as- 
saulted. The alienist reviewed 
Massie’s testimony regarding the 
party attended by the navy officer 
and his wife the night of the at- 
tack but Darrow again objected. 

Judge Charles S. Davis said he 
would allow it, but once more Dar- 
row objected. 

“The Jury has heard it all,” said 
Darrow. “Does it have to hear it 
all again?’’ 

Ulrich insisted the testimony re- 
garding the party was necessary as 
a basis to Dr, Catton’s opinion on 
Massie’s sanity and Judge Davis 
permitted the witness to go ahead, 
with the understanding that if 
found to be unnecessary on that 
basis it would be subject to being 
stricken, 

Recalls Night of Attack. 

Dr. Catton then reviewed Mas- 
sie’s testimony regarding the night 
of the attack, as he did so, Mrs. 
Granville Fortescue, co-defendant 
and mother of Mrs. Massie, began 
weeping violently. Massie put his 
arm about her. 

Dr. Catton pictured the slaying 
as not the irresponsible act of an 
insane person but as the deliberate 
step of the young Southerner to 
avenge his wife’s honor. 

Dr. Catton said he found no évi- 
dence in the record that Massie 
was insane. The witness said the 
naval officer had no brain disease 
and was sane enough to prepare 
his defense. 

Asked the reasons for his opin- 
ion, Dr. Catton said that prior to 
the attack on Mrs. Massie last Sep- 
tember Massie was an average sane 
person. He said the naval officer’s 
subsequent nervousness and worry 
was a perfectly normal and natur- 
al reaction, 

“‘Massie’s instincts to anger and 
to fight were brought into play,” 
said. Dr. Catton. “He took steps 
to see that his honor and his wife's 
honor Were restored.” 

Tilt With Darrow. 

After the mistrial of Kaha- 
hawai anr four others on charges 
of attacking Mrs. Massie, Dr. Cat- 
ton said Massie was convinced that 
his theory of the assault “was not 
the popular theory.” 

That brought Clarence Darrow, 
defense leader, to his feet with: 

“I move to strike that out. This 
California doctor doesn't know any 
more about the popular theory 
than if he had been in Australia.” 

With vigor and fire “the old

CAR MEN'S NIGHT SHIFT 
REJECTS GUT IN PAY 


Day Workers Will Cast Ballots 
This Evening on Reduction 
Proposal. 


Acting on the recommendation 
of their executive board, 1500 
members of the Street Car Men's 
Union voted unanimously today to 
reject the 10 per cent wage reduc- 
tion the Public Service Co. has 
proposed to put into effect June 1. 

The vote also authorized the of- 
ficers of the union to call for a 
strike ballot if they are unable to 
induce the company to withdraw 
the wage reduction notice. 

About 1500 street car men who 
were on duty today will attend a 
mecting tonight at Unity Hall, 
Grand and Page boulevards, to vote 
on the same propositions. They are 
expected to adopt the recommen- 
dation of the executive board and 
join in approval of a strike ballot. 
The: union has about 3000 mem- 
bers, most of whom are street car 
and.bus operators. 

The men took the position at to- 
day’s meeting, it was learned, that 
the proposed reduction would be an 
injustice to them in view of the 
10 per cent cut put into effect last 
Oct. 16. 

In the event of a strike vote, the 
men will cast secret ballots on the 
question of giving their officers 
authority to call for cessation 0o1 
work on a certain day, In the 
wage dispute a year ago the men 
voted to strike but before the day 
set an agreement to arbitrate was 
brought about by President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen, then 
acting Mayor. The arbitration 
went against the street car men. 

At the meeting today talks were 
made by H. M. Nelson, president 
of the local union, and Robert 
Armstrong, vice president of the 
international union organization. 
Several union members also spoke 
in favor of a strike than submit to 
a second wage cut. 

Also acting on the recommenda- 
tion of the executive council, the 
meeting voted in favor of the extra 
men waiving the $100 monthly min- 
imum guarantee for the month of 
May to prevent further unemploy- 
ment. The company, in a notice 
last Saturday, stated that, unless 
this was done, it would be necessary 
to lay off a large number of extra 
car men May 1. There are more 
than 300 men on the extra board, 
and it was estimated that the lay- 
off would have affected about 180 
of these workers.

STOCKHOLM, April 25.—It has 
been disclosed that Ivar Kreuger, 
Swedish match king, who killed 
himself in Paris last month, leav- 
ing his affairs in a bad tangle, be- 
queathed $93,000 to Mrs. Inge- 
borg Eberthof Stockholm. Asked 
about the bequest, Mrs. Eberth 
said: “I will only say that he 
willed me the most” 

Mrs. Eberth propably will not 
get the money, for investigation 
showed no cash among Kreuger’s 
assets. She said, however, Kreu- 
ger made a last promise to her 


| which led her to believe the money 


was deposited somewhere for her. 
He was-a fine, noble man,” she 
said. 

Kreuger’s death, she told a cor- 
respondent for the newspaper 
Politikken at Copenhagen, was a 
mystery. “Why was his coffin not 
opened in Stockholm?” she asked.

23 HURT; ONE DEAD; EXPLOSION

SENATE BODY 


Chairman Norbeck of Bank- 
ing Group Gets Authority 
to Name Steering Com- 
mittee, Which Will Se- 
lect Witnesses. 


TO FIND IF THERE 
IS “FAIR MARKET” 


Also Will Determine if 
There Is General Move 
by Bear Raiders—‘‘Sur- 
prise” Promised at Session 
to Be Held Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—A 
“big surprise” in the Senate inves- 
tigation of the stock exchange was 
promised for tomorrow by Chair- 
man Norbeck of the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee. He 
refused to elaborate his announce- 
ment, explaining that he feared a 
“leak.” Earlier he had said that 
the committee would not meet un- 
til Wednesday. Other members of 
the committee insisted that they 
knew nothing of the chairman's 
plans, 

At a closed executive session of 


the committee this morning, Nor- | 


beck was authorized to appoint a 
steering subcommittee to direct a 
full investigation of the stock ex- 
change investigation. His mysteri- 
ous announcement this afternoon 
was further indication that he in- 
tended to take personal charge of 
the inquiry. 

“The committee is determined to 
go into the question whether the 
American buyer has a fair market 
or whether that market is rigged 
up and down,” Norbeck said when 
the committee had adjourned after 
an hour’s session. “The committee 
will also investigate whether there 
is at this time a general movement 
by bear raiders to destroy the value 
of property through the exchange.” 

Norbeck, who will be chairman 
of the Steering Subcommittee on 
Policy and Procedure, said he 
would appoint the four other mem- 
bers late this afternoon. This com- 
mittee will meet tomorrow to de- 
cide what witnesses shall be called. 

Resolution by Couzens, 

Senator Couzens of Michigan of- 
fered the resolution authorizing the 
chairman to appoint a_ steering 
committee. Adoption of the reso- 
lution indicated that the committee 
was dissatisfied with the apparent- 
ly unorganized methods of its coun- 
sel, William A. Gray, Philadelphia 
lawyer. who was openly criticised 
last week by Senators Couzens and 
Glass for his manner with wit- 
nesses. 

It also indicated that Senator 
Walcott (Rep.), Connecticut, had 
been forced into the background. 
Walcott and Senator Brookhart of 
lowa began the investigation while 
Chairman Norbeck was out of 
town. At that time they told Sen- 
ators that George Barr Baker, one 
of President Hoover’s advisers, had 
informed them that the bear raid- 
ers were ready to bring about a 
“black Saturday” on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Norbeck would not discuss 
whether the Steering Committee 
would dispense with Gray's services. 
“Gray has not been notified to 
quit,” he declared. 

Asked whether the committee 
had discussed the question of em- 
ploying Samuel Untermyer, the 
New York attorney who was coun- 
sel for the famous Pujo investiga- 
tion in 1912 and 1913, Nerbeck 
laughed and declared, “Untermyer 
was not discussed.” He joined in 
the unbelieving laughter of news- 
paper men at this answer. 

Some Questions, 

He parried all questions on this 
subject by saying that the Steer- 
ing Committee would decide the 
committee's appointments. He also 
said that the steering group would 
decide what witnesses would be 
called Wednesday. 

Norbeck dodged a question about 
published reports that the commit- 
tee's investigators were now in New 
York inspecting the books of vari- 
ous brokerage houses.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—For 
a second time a copper tariff today 
was written into the new $1,000,- 
000,000 revenue bill. The Senate 
Finance Committee voted 10 to 8 
to levy a tax on imports of copper. 
The House Ways :.nd Means Com- 
mittee voted once to put a copper 
tariff in the revenue bill, but later 
reconsidered. The amount of the 
copper duty voted by the Fifance 
Committee was not disclosed. 

By a tie yote the committee de- 
cided to retain the oil tariff in the 
bill and retained the coal tariff 
voted by the House. 

It rejected the tariff on lumber, 
shingles and wood pulp. 

The committee also rejected, 10 
to. 8, a provision to change the 
tariff with respect to imports from 
countries whose currency has de- 
preciated. Two Republicans— 
Keyes of New Hampshire and La 
Follette of Wisconsin—voted 
against all tariff items. 

The committee accepted the 
House provision of the tax bill re-. 
stricting capital loss deductions, 
but voted to exempt State and na- 
tional banks and trust companies 
from the new restriction. 

The committee ignored an ap- 
peal for an increase in the butter 
tariff in the revenue bill and Scn- 
ator Norbeck (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, announced he would take the 
fight to the floor. “The Finance 
Committee,” said Norbeck, “is the 
Same committee which smothered 
adequate tariff rates on farm prod- 
ucts before and we had to write 
the rates on the floor. We must 
have greater tariff protection for 
butter to make up for the advan- 
tage given to the importing coun. 
tries whose currency has depreci- 
ated. I will maké the fight @n the 
floor.” 

Detail of Vote. 

Connally (Dem.), Texas. voted 
with the Republican majority to 
add the copper duty. Connally and 
Gore (Dem.), Oklahoma, voted 
with the Republicans to retain the 
import taxes on oil and coal. 

The vote on copper follows: 
For—Republicans: Smoot, Watson, 
Reed, Shertridge, Couzens, Bing- 
ham, Thomas of Idaho, Jones and 
Metcalf; Democrat: Connally. 
Against—Republicans, Keyes and 
Ia Follette; Democrats: Harrison, 
Georgé, Walsh of Massachusetts, 
Barkley, Costigan and Hull. 
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nessee, that he intended to move 
the elimination of the tariffs now 
carried in the bill and seek to bind 
the committee not to add any more. 
The Democratic members of the 
committee are not unanimously in 
favor of éliminating tariffs. Two of 
the leading proponents of the tax 
on oil imports voted by the House 
are Democrats—Connally of Texas 
and Gore of Oklahoma. 

As the committee began work, 
members had at their elbow a 1440- 
page volume of testimony given in 
the recent hearings. 

The general principles of the bill 
passed by the House will be kept as 
the foundation for the tax measure 
in the Senate but many changes are 
in prospect. 

Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, is 
campaigning for restoration of the 
general sales tax to the measure in 
the place of the special excise taxes, 
but he lacks sufficient votes. <A 
canvass of the House has convinced 
both Republican and Democratic 
leaders there has been no change of 
sentiment there since the sales tax 
was décisively rejected, and they 
think it would be a waste of time 
to revive the issue in the Senate. 

A protest against the importa. 
tion of articles valued on the basis 
of “the present depreciated for- 
eign eurrencies”’ is contained in an 
open letter to members of the 
Senate written by Matthew Woll, 
vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor and president 
of America’s Wage Earners’ Pro- 
tective Conference. 

The letter said the depreciation 
of foreign currencies had made it 
possible for importers ‘to secure 
the landing of the products of for- 
eign workers, in America, at total 
landed costs far less than the 
American costs of production,

The vote against shingles was 10 
to 7 and showed the same lineup 
as against lumber except that Wat- 
son did not vote. 

The vote against the change of 
tariff on imports from countries 
with depreciated currency was the 
same as the vote against lumber 
and with the same lineup. 

The tariff row was opened when 
Senator La Follette moved to ex- 
clude all tariff items. This motion 
lost, 10 to 9. Senators Connally and 
Gore joined the Republican major- 
ity to defeat this move. Senator 
Keyes and Metcalf left the Repub- 
lican fold to join La Follette and 
the Democrats in opposition to all 
tariff duties, 

“Democrats voted without respect 
to the merits of the various tariff 
items,” explained Senator Harrison 
of Mississippi after the meeting, ‘‘in 
- order to expedite consideration of 
the bill.” 

After the committee's action, Sen- 
ator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, served 
notice he would demand a tariff on 
lumber, if duties on copper and coal 
were approved. 

“I have doubted the wisdom of 
legisiating on the tariff question in 
a tax bill,” Borah said in an in- 
formal statement, “but I can see no 
possible reason for including copper 
and coal that does not apply to 
lumber. : 

Borah added he had not decided 
how he would votéeson a motion in 
the Benate to exclude all tariffs, but 
was certain that if tariffs were ap- 
proved they should include lumber.

eraging in cost less than 6% cents 
daily. 

Since last Nov. 1, some 10,000 
persons have been fed at the ex- 
pense of the Community Fund here. 

Leavell said the food exceeds by 
several thousand calories weekly 
the “two-star” ration approved by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. He attributes the low 
cost to bulk purchasing of food- 
stuffs with which the market is 
crowded. 

“Our records show that, since 
our ration first was issued, the per- 
sons dependent on it have a better 
health status than those of the city 
at large of 150,000 population,” 
Leavell said. 

“Oh, yes,” he added, “I have been 
trying out each new item added to 
the ration on my own family.”

NEW YORK, April 25.—The 
stock market pool, now coming out 
for an_airing in the United States 
Senate investigation of stock trad- 
ing in general, is a group of men 


a profit in a stock. Instead of 
“pool,” Wall street operators pre- 
fer the word “syndicate.” 

Several operators agree to buy a 
certain stock around a certain price 
level, first making sure no large 
blocks are held by investors who 
would sell on any rise in the price. 
The pool members buy as quietly 
as possible, to avoid running ‘the 
price up too quickly, seeking to ac- 
cumulate the stock before it be- 
comes generally known that a pool 
is operating. 

Sometimes, when the stock re- 
sponds too readily to their concert- 
ed buying, the pool managers sell 
it short, forcing a sudden decline 
that frequent], discourages outsid- 
ers from rushing in. After this 
outside buying subsides, the pool 
resumes. buying. 

When the pool has acquired all 
the stock wanted, the manager is 
given word to “move” it. By pur- 
chasing sizable blocks, making 
the stock active on the ticker, the

quotation begins to advance. 

This activity ig noted throughout 
the country. Traders decide some- 
thing is going on and rush to buy. 
This new buying generally attracts 
still more buying, which gives the 
pool a chance to sell out at a 
profit. 

The 1929 bull market was a hap- 
py hunting ground for pool opera- 
tors. Pools started in some stocks 
found the general public had “tak- 
én the market away from them” 
and the stocks kept on soaring long 
after the pools had liquidated. 


A pool is said to have accumu-/ 


lated Electric Bond & Share around 
$50 to $60 a share. When the pool 
started to “move” the stock, heavy 
public buying sent the price to 
$100 a share, where, it is said, the 
pool liquidated. But another group 
of operators, believing the stock 
still had plenty of life, stepped in. 
They bought at $100 a share and 
higher, and cleared out at $150. 
Stiil the stock kept going, finally 
reaching $189. 

It is commonly reported that the 
original pool, which sold out at 
$100 or thereabouts, had just ac- 
cumulated a new block of Electric 
Bond & Share when the crash 
came and the losses presumably 
were as great as the earlier profits.

OF BOSTON [5 CLOSED 


National Credit Corporation 
and Others Came to Its 
Rescue in December.

BOSTON, April 25.—The Ex- 
change Trust Co. failed to open its 
doors this morning. A notice post. 
ed on the doors of the institution 
stated the bank’s affairs had been 
taken over by the State Commis- 
sioner of Banks. 

The bank last Dec. 17 invoked 
the 90-day clause regarding the 
withdrawal of savings deposits. At 
that time it was announced that 
the National Credit Corporation, 
the Boston Clearing House, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the city of Boston had deposit- 
ed $2,600,000 in the bank to sta- 
bilize the institution. The bank 
was a member of the Federal] Re- 
serve System and the Boston Clear- 
ing House. 

In its last statement, the bank 
reported total deposits of $10,775,- 
000 and surplus and undivided 
profits of $1,498,000. It was cap- 
italized for $1,500,000.

A second leader of anti-prohibi- 
tion forces is on record against de- 
laying resubmission of the prohibi- 
tion question to allow prior changes 
in the manner of amending the 
Constitution. 

Henry H. Curran, president of 
the Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment, yesterday issued 
a statement joining the position 
taken last week by Rufus Lusk,

incredible as it seems, fully half 
the flowering branches gone. The 
roadside was lined with parked 
automobiles and the woods were 
full of city dwellers tearing off che 
remaining limbs. 
“Then, as we drove on toward 
St. Louis we found the highway 
littered with branches which had 
been thrown away as they with- 
ered. Like nearly every wild flow- 
er, dozwood wilts before the raider 
can get it home.”

Mayor Miller today got a lette: 
from the St. Louis Bar Association, 
“heartily disapproving” the parade 
plan, It was signed by John &. 
Leahy, president, speaking for the 
Executive Committee of the asso- 
ciation. 


Leahy wrote that the bar associa- 
tion had three times expressed in a 
dignified way its belief that the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
was desirable, on legal, economic 
and moral grounds. “We hope,’ 
he wrot® “that you will assert your 
authority as chief executive to pre- 
vent a beer parade, as something 
that might result in abuse, some- 
thing that is an economic waste, 
and not in keeping with an orderly 
and determined effort to eradicate 
the eighteenth amendment.” 


No Action by Central Trades. 

The Business Men’s Association 
of South St. Louis, through A. F. 
Versen, secretary, wrote to the 
Mayor that the matter would have 
to be taken up at the next meeting 
of the directors, the date of which 
was not stated. 


No word came from the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, which had 
its semi-monthly meeting yesterday, 
but Secretary Kreyling said in re- 
sponse to an inquiry that nothing 
was done about the parade pro- 
posal. 

A letter from 23 women, officials 
of the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, notified the Mayor of 
their objections to what they 
termed an “undignified, unfair and 
grotesque” parade.

“There is 
no crisis,” he wrote, “if the city 
has the money to spend on sucn 
things.” Backers of the plan have 
said that the city would not he 
asked to pay any part of the cost. 

Protest From Cuba, Mo. 

The Methodist’ Church of Cuba, 
Mo., through its pastor, the Rey.

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RAINEY CALLS ON U.S. 
TO RECOGNIZE RUSSIA 


Democratic House Leader 
Urges Action to Stimulate 
Commerce. 


——_———— 


By the Acasociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Rec- 
ognition of Russia by the United 
States to stimulate business was 
urged today by Representative 
Rainey of Illinois, Democratic floor 
leader of the House. 

Referring to the Sabath resolu- 
tion, introduced last week, which 
would request the President to di- 
rect the Secretary of State to begin 
negotiations with Russia looking to 
a resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions, Rainey said in an interview: 
“Our failure to recognize Russia is 
an economic crime.” 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 


the Democratic leader in the other 
branch of Congress, advocated Rus- 
sian recognition last week. Chair- 
man Borah of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee has urged that 
action for years, 

The Government, however, has 
taken the position Russia cannot be 
recognized until it meets certain re- 
quirements, including payment of 
debts to this country and cessation 
of propaganda activities. 

Rainey said that in 1929 there 
were 84 ships flying the American 
flag plying directly between the 
United States and Black Sea Rus- 
sian ports. 

“In 1930 there were only 45 and 
this year there is not one,” he 
added. ‘What little cargo we send 
to Russia now goes on tramp 
steamers and in broken lots. 

“I was in Odessa last June. 
There were 26 German ships be- 
ing unloaded at the docks. The 
thousands of dollars worth of ma- 
chinery they brought from Ger- 
many represented cancelled orders 
from the United States. They were 
cancelled primarily because o 
that part of the Hawley smoot 
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tariff act barring imports into the 
United States goods made by forced 
labor. If Russia can’t sell to us, 
she naturally won't buy from us. 
And there is no forced labor in 
Russia. 

“Germany and France are right 
next door to Russia but they 
aren't so afraid of communism 
they won't take advantage of the 
chance to build trade. 

“It is short-sighted statesman- 
ship that keeps us from selling our 
goods in Russia and it is up to 
the administration to recognize 


her. We recognize a revolutionary 
Junta in South America two or 
three days after it has won ap 
uprising. Yet here is a Govern- 
ment established in 1917, cover- 
ing one-sixth of the earth’s sur- 
face and with 160,000,000 people 
to whom we could sell things, but 
we won't admit it exists.”

AGAIN AS DEMAGOGUE 


Thomas L. Chadbourne Says 
Governor’s Nomination Would 
Mean Party Defeat. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 25.—Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was attacked 
yesterday by Thomas L. Chad- 


bourne, attorney, who gave out a 
letter saying the nomunation of 
Roosevelt for the presidency would 
not only cost the Democratic party 
an opportunity for victory, but also 
would alienate “thoughtful and 
independent-minded Democrats.” 
Chadbourne was spokesman of 
the Cuban-American sugar delega- 
tion at the world conference in 
Brussels looking to the limitation 
of production. At that time he 
called’the depression a test of cap- 
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italism. 

Chadbourne’s letter was ‘ad- 
dressed to Homer Cummings, for- 
mer Democratic Committee chair- 
man and Roosevelt supporter. 

Roosevelt's speech of April 7 in 
which he advocated relief for the 
“little man,” saying funds of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion were “not for him,” Chad- 
bourne said, “convicted him of a 
cheap opportunism bordering on 
downright demagogy.” 

“In that speech.” Chadbourne 
continued, “he betrayed a willing- 
ness to play upon the irritations, 
suspicions and bitternesses of these 
troubled and unhappy times.” 

Then, at St. Paul, the lawyer 
said, Roosevelt “advanced nothing 
but evasions and platitudinous gen- 
eralities.” 

“When a dike breaks,” he said, 
“intelligent men concentrate upon 
repairing the break, waiting until a 
later and safer time to discuss plans 
for changing and strengthening the 
system as a whole. Either Frank 
Roosevelt is without enough com- 
mon sense to grasp these simplici- 
ties, or else he chooses deliberately 
to disregard them, putting his own 


ambition above tne common good. 


“Surely out of the obvious names 
available to the party, such as 
Ritchie, Young. Baker, Cordell 


Hull, Traylor or Garner, any of 
whom enjoy the united support of 


the party itself, we can select 4 
man who will appeal to the ene- 
thusiasm and the patriotism of the 
entire nation. Such a type would 
win; the demagogue would lose— 


‘he always has.” 


Jessie Isidor Straus, department 
store executive and friend of the 
Governor, has announced forma- 
tion of a Roosevelt Business and 
Professional League to further the 
New Yorker's candidacy. 

“Even in states with favorite 
sons, such as Texas and Illinois,” 
Straus said, “the plan is to vote 


for Roosevelt at the coming con- . 


vention on the second ballot ac- 
cording to the information that 
we have received.” 

Straus announced a _ tentative 
slate of officers, headed by himself 
as president, and including Clark 
Howell Jr. of Atlanta, Ga., vice 
president, and Daven Hennen Mor- 
ris of New York, treasurer.

Senator Russell L. Dearmont. can- 
didate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor, in speeches in 
Dent County today, denounced the |

and defended his public record on 
public utility legislation, which was 
attacked several days ago by James 
}P. Aylward, chairman of the 
Democratic County Committee of 
Jackson County, a Pendergast ad- — 
herant. een : | —— 

Dearmont also expressed the x = = za 
view that the people had the right 
to a referendum of the prohibition 
question. 

.“In my opinion the position of 
a candidate for State office upon 
this question (prohibition) should 
not be the sole or even an impor- 
tant consideration in judging his 
fitness to hold State office,” he 
said. “Because of these views, 
however, I would not evade the 
issue. - 

“I believe in free government. 
I believe in the Jeffersonian doc- 
trine, and the will of a majority 
of the people should be supreme. 
If the people cof my State desire a 
referendum upon prohibition or on 
any other important problem of 
government, it should not be 
denied them.” 

Attacks Group. 

Dearmont today returned with 
vigor to his denunciation of the 
Pendergast organization, using Ayl- 
ward's attack on him as the 
groundwork. 

“If there has been a question in 
anyone’s mind that the boss fac- 
tion in Kansas City considered it- 
self the whole Democratic party in 
Missouri,” Dearmont said, ‘“‘the 
statement of Chairman Aylward, 
evidently the mouthpiece of the 
faction, removes all doubt. He 
charges that in challenging their 
right to dictate, dominate, rule and 
ruin the Democratic party in Mis- 
souri, I have become a bolter. I 
need not defend my loyalty to my 
party. My party record is clean 
and will always so remain. 

“It does not lie in the mouths of 
those who in the past have repeat- 
edly bolted our party’s nominees to 
sit in judgment of me or any other 
loyal Democrat, or to read me out | 
of my party. 

“In his statement Mr. Aylward 
attacks my legislative record and 
purports to present the views of my 
opponent upon these questions. 
In view of the fact that my oppo- 
nent is not making any expression 
himself, I am forced to conclude 
that Mr. Aylward is his duly au- 
thorized spokesman. 

“He criticises my support of the

Despite the record of Top Flight, 
Mad Frump was not overlooked by 
the Whitney training corps. No 
spots .,ere picked for the Frump. 
He made his first start Aug. 8 at 
Saratoga in the United States Hotel 
Stakes at six furlongs, and ran 
third to Morfair, the Morvich col, 
which is a Derby entry. He was 
five and a half lengths behind the 
winner at the finish. Osculator 
was second and Tick On third. Mad 
Frum was eighth in the stretch 
and closed fast to finish fourth. 

Like all Mad Hatter colts, Mad 
Frump is temperamental, and he 
had to run several races before 
he knew what racing was all about.

“GRIFFITH SETS 
NEW RECORD IN 
BICYCLE TRIALS 


John Griffith, champion cyclist 
of the Missouri division of the 
Century Road Club of America, 
today established himself as a dan- 
gerous contender for the Olympic 
tryouts to be held next Sunday. 

Griffith yesterday set a new 


time record in the annual 10-mile 
handicap road race when he ne- 
gotiated the 10 miles in 22 minutes 
and 30 seconds—a minute and a 
half less than the former record 
of 24 minutes, established in 1928 
by Henry Dunn of the same club. 

Bobby Pohl, 12-year-old novice 
cyclist, captured first place in the 
event. He was aided by a 15-min- 
ute handicap.

Is Expected to Expand Credit 


Its Enlarged Purchases of Government Bonds. 
Will Give Banks Selling Them More 


Money to Lend. 


Working of the new Federal Re- 
serve System policy of additional 
purchases of Government bonds is 


reflected in the last weekly state- 
ment, showing the reserve banks 
increased their holdings of such 
bonds by $93,000,000 over those of 
the preceding week. The total held 
by the banks was $1,078,000,000, 
which was $479,000,000 more than 
@ year ago. 

The announced purpose of the 
Federal Reserve Board, which 
stated the reserve banks would in- 
crease their Government bond pur- 
chases from an average of $25,000,- 
000 a week to $75,000,000 or more, 
is to bring about more liberal ex- 
tension of credit by commercial 
banks to sound business’ enter- 
prises. 


How this result is expected to 
follow was explained to the Post- 
Dispatch by a St. Louis “‘anker, 
thoroughly conversant with the 
operations of the Federal Reserve 
System, who, because of te posi- 
tion he occupies, was not willing to 
have his name used. One of' the 
12 regional Federal Reserve Banks 
is in St. Louis, 

The bonds are bought from com- 
mercial banks which are members 
of the Federal Reserve System. 
The selling bank redu-es its invest- 
ment account and increases its 
cash reserve, This enables it to 
make additional loans to deserving 
industry. 

Stimulating Price of Bonds. 

This tucrease in the liquid re- 
serve position of memter banks 
is the first objective. The second 
is stimulation of market prices of 
Government securities expected to 
cesult from the large buying. It is 
thought an increase in the mar- 
ket prices will induce commercial 
banks to sell Government bonds, 
in many cases at a profit, and that 
a sustained high market level will 
make the possible yield on such 
bonds unattractive to commercial 
banks. 

As a result, the commercial 
banks are expected to seek and find 
opportunities for profitable invest- 
ment through well-secured poans ' to 
trade and industry. 

The inactivity of businesg# in the 
depression has resulted in greatly 
curtailing the amount of commer- 
cial paper eligible for rediscount 
at the Reserve banks. Such paper 
consists of notes, bills, acceptances 
and the like for commercial and 
industrial purposes running not 
longer than 90 days and for agri- 


cultural purposes up to nine 


months’ maturity. In the first 
place the depression has reduced 
the demand for credit backed by 
such paper and in thé second place 
banks have tightened their credit 
policies and refused many loans 
which in ordinary times they would 
have approved. It is hoped the 
Reserve bank policy will liberalize 
the attitude of the banks in the 
second class of cases. 
Reserve Gold Used. 

An increase in acceptance of eli- 
gible paper by member banks 
would immediately reach into the 
Reserve banks, which under the 
law may rediscount such paper and 
use it for as much as 60 per cent 
of the security back of Federal 
Reserve bank notes issued for cur- 
rency circulation. At least 40 per 
cent of the backing of such notes 
must be gold held by the Reserve 
banks for purpose of redemption. 
Of course, if there is less than 60 
per cent eligible paper back of the 
currency the gold reserve must be 
increased accordingly. 

In recent months the Reserve 
banks have accumulated gold far 
in excess of the ordinary reserve 
requirement. Gold in the vaults 
has been equal to nearly 80 fer 


cent of the currency outstanding. 


This gold above legal reserve re- 
quirements may be used to pur- 
chase Government bonds, and un- 
der the recently enacted Glass- 

Steagall act the Government bonds 
may be used, as is eligible paper, 
for 60 per cent of the backing of 
currency issues. 

Permits Currency Increase. 

This feature alone makes p0s- 
sible an increase in the amount of 
currency, but so far it has not been 
taken advantage of by the Reserve 
banks, it is said. However, it 
makes the Reserve banks feel freer 
to carry out the bond purchase 
plan because, in the absence of an 
abundance of eligible commercial 
paper, it provides a substitute se- 
curity and reduces the danger that 
the gold reserve will be impaired 
by withdrawals. 

A resumption of active lending 
by commercial banks to business 
soon would provide a large volume 
of eligible paper which could take 
its place in the currency reserve 
along with 40 per cent or more of 
gold. 

This is a deliberate effort by the 
Federal Reserve System to ease 
credit, and the plan is potentially 
capable of a considerable increase 
in currency outstanding, an elastic 
feature sought when the Reserve 
System was created.

‘There must 
be a united world Jewry, fully 
aroused to its perils and responsi- 
bilities,” the resolution said, “and 
resolved to deal with them openly, 
intelligently and courageously.”

Rules Committee Decides 
to Take: Up Retrench- 
ment Plan as Rider to 
Supply Measure.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The 


bill will receive legislative right of 
way as a rider to the supply bill 


for the legislative branch in the 
House Wednesday. 

The House Rules Committee 
voted for the procedure whieh will 
permit four amendments to be of- 
fered to each subject, including one 
to raise the wage cut exemption to 
$2000. The procedure also will 
permit the offering of President 
Hoover's: five-day work week and 
furlough without pay plan as a 
substitute to the McDuffie proposal 
for an 11 per cent Federal wage 
cut after exempting the first $1000.

Cohen has achieved prominencé 
not only as a newspaper editor but 
as a civic leader and an outstanding 
figure in the Democratic party. He 
has been Democratic national com- 
mitteeman from Georgia since 1924. 
He is a member of the North Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church. 

Left Navy for Journalism. 

He cut short his career as a naval 
officer for journalism. His career 
included service as a war corre- 
spondent and later as an officer in 
the Spanish-American War, a year

Returning to the Journal, he be- 
came its managing editor and in 
1917 was named president and edi- 
tor. 

As a publisher and as a citizen, 
Major Cohen has devoted much at- 
tention to the building of good 
roads. He raised a fund for 
founding the Lee School of Jour- 
nalism at Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity in Virginia. 

Son of Confederate Officer. 

Maj. Cohen sponsored the estab- 
lishment of Radio Station WSB, by 
the Journal, at a time alse when 
radio broadcasting was a novelty. 
Many noted journalists, including 
Don Marquis, Laurence Stallings, 
Grantland Rice and O. B. Keeler 
worked with him. 

Cohen is the son of Phillip Law- 
rence Cohen and Ellen Wright. His 
father was an officer in the Confed- 
erate army and his maternal grand- 
father, Major-General Ambrose 
Ransom Wright, was a Confederate 
commander, editor of the Augusta 
Chronicle and Representative of the 
State in Congress. 

Maj. Cohen married Miss Julia 
Lowry Clark in 1898. They have two 
children.

UETFLECTIONS, 
BUT LACK CONTROL 


In Four of Five German 
States They Get Plurality | 
of Seats, Failing Only in 


Bavari

BERLIN, April 25.—Adolf Hit- 
ler’s National Socialists are the 
strongest political party in four.of 
the five German states which held 
Diet elections yesterday, but they 
lack a clear road to control of any 
of them, 

The election, which followed two 
presidential elections in which 
Hitler’s Fascist legions fought fu- 
tilely to place him at the head of 
the Reich, resulted in three deaths, 
many other casualties and hundreds 
of arrests. 

Only in Bavaria did the Hitlerites 
run slightly behind. 

In Prussia, where the fight was 
most bitter because of the theory 
that “whoever controls Prussia 
controls the Keich,” the Hitlerites 
won 162 seats, against the nine 
they held heretofore. 

The coalition that makes up the 
present Government also secured 
162 seats. The view today was 
that Premier Braun of Prussia and 
his Government probably would 
resign, but that he likely would 
continue to hold office, while «a4 
struggle took place over the forma- 
tion of a new ministry. 

The National Socialists, with the 
four minor opposition parties, con- 
trol only -203 of the 450 seats in 
the Prussian Diet. They can form 
a Government only if the 67 mem- 
bers of the Centrist party, which is 
that of Chancellor Bruening, sup- 
port them. 

Communists Gain. 

The only other party in Prussia 
to make a gain was the Communist,. 
which now has 57 seats compared 
with its former 48. The, Social 
Democrats (Socialists) were the 
heavy losers. They dropped from 
1387 seats to 97. The Catholic Cen- 
trists lost four seats. 

The Hitlerites polled 7,444,000 
votes in Prussia; the Socialists, 4,- 
251,000; the Centrists, 3,241,000

900 is, therefore, less than a third of its Lehigh in- 
vestment. It still owes $8,000,000 on the Lehigh ac 
count. The bankers demand payment. To meet this 
pressing obligation, along with others, the Wabash 
receivers are asking for a loan of $13,500,000 from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. It is a fair 
presumption that, if the Wabash management, in- 
stead of plunging in Lehigh, had stuck to the busi- 
ness of railroading and saved its cash for a rainy 
day, it would not now be insolvent. 

Other railroad managements have likewise blun- 
dered. The Pennsylvania Railroad, sometimes acting 
openly on its own, sometimes. through its affiliated 
holding company, the Pennroad Corporation, has ac 
quired controlling stock interests in several roads and 
substantial interests in others. In its expansion ac 
tivities, the Pennsylvania has ignored the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s consolidation plan, and, as 
the New Republic says, “has proceeded under the 
theory that the commission is without jurisdiction.” 
It bas made costly purchases. Only the bankers have

The story of the Van Sweringen brothers is the 
modern classic in railroad adventuring. They have 
established an empire of control, or, anyhow, a prin- 
cipality, achieving their conquest through the agency 
of holding compatiies. A list of the Van Sweringen 
properties includes Chesapeake & Ohio, Erie, Nickel 
Plate, Pere Marquette, Missouri Pacific and, probably, 
Eastern Illinois. Through their holding company, 
the Allegheny Corporation, they bought Pere Mar- 
quette stock at $159.87 a share, the project being 
sponsored by J. P. Morgan & Co. Recently they sold 
36,200 shares of that Pere Marquette for $11 a share. 
The loss in that transaction was $6,943,194. 

Another St. Louis railroad, the Frisco, is in dis- 
tress, and for the same reason—bad financial man- 
agement. In 1926 the Frisco invested $10,506,190 in 
the stock of the Rock Island, at the price of $57.30 
a share. Three years later, in 1929, it could have 
sold the stock, which had climbed to $143, at a profit 
of $15,000,000. It held on. Rock Island stock is now 
quoted around $6, and the market value of the 
Frisco’s holding h-s shrunk to $1,099,998. The paper 
profit of $15,000,000 in 1929 would be converted, if 
Frisco sold the stock today, into a loss of approxi- 
mately $9,000,000. 

Last year the Frisco’s deficit was $3,255,762. It is 
delinquent in its property tax to the various states in 
which it operates. It owes the State of Missouri an 
unpaid tax bill of something like $750,000. Its city 
tax to St. Louis, $16,082, has not been paid, and 
Collector Koeln filed suit against it last Wednesday. 
It recently applied to the Reconstruction «Finance 
Corporation for a loan of $17,999,540, and was al- 
lowed $2,805,175. That Rock Island investment was 
unfortunate for the Frisco. 

The comparatively happy experience of the Katy, 
as related by its president and chairman, M. H. 
Cahill, emphasizes the fact that the financial em- 
barrassment of many railroads is chargeable in part 
to investments made by their directors. The Katy’s

HINA. beaten by Japan in the war 

of 1894-5, has been burning hot with 
desire to wreak vengeance, a quality 
which characterizes the Chinese race in 
a marked degree. Finding herself incom- 
petent to act, she called upon Russia to 
act for her. The clandestine alliance of 
1896 between Russia and China came 
into being: She sold Japan to Russia. 
On the strength of it, Russia shoved 
into Manchuria and precipitated the 
Russo-Japanese war. Japanese defeat 
was considered certain on all sides. Ja- 
pan was forced to fight a life-and-death 
struggle with Russia, solely because of 
Chinese machinations. Had the story of 
this secret treaty been known to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt at the Portsmouth peace 
parley, the problems of Manchuria would 
have been settled then and there, once 
and for all. The war cost Japan 120,000 
lives and one billion dollars. Japan can- 
not forget Manchuria. China made a 
monkey out of Russia. By the way, they 
have monkey puppet-shows in Japan; 
Russia was the first monkey in this 
sense, too—aside from the Scopes trial. 

Being unsuccessful in her first attempt 
at vengeance China turned upon Great 
Britain to assume the role of the sec- 
ond monkey. In 1907 the Chinese Gov- 
ernment entered into a secret agreement 
with a British engineering firm, giving 
the latter a certain railroad concession, 
which would run counter to a Sino- 
Japanese treaty provision. China’s ob- 
jective in this instance was the estrange- 
ment of Japan and Engiand. Violent 
campaigns of press propaganda failed to 
move the British Government. The proj- 
ect ended in a fiasco. 

In or- 
der to stir the Japanese into fury against 
Americans, China tried, through the 
American Consul General at Mukden, to 
set up a very American institution that 
could be called the Bank of Manchuria. 
America. however, did not choose to 
meddle with the affairs of other coun- 
tries.

HE immediate problem for which the 
world needs a solution today is different 
from the problem of a year ago. Then 
it was a question of how we could lift our- 
selves out of the state of acute slump into 


. which we had fallen and raise the volume of 


production back toward a normal figure. 
But today the primary preobiem is te avoid 
a far-reaching financial crisia There is now 
no possibility of reaching a normal level of 
production in the near future. Our efforts 
are directed toward the attainment of more 
limited hopes. 

Can we prevent.an almost complete col- 
lapse of the financial structure of modern 
capitalism? With no financial leadership 
left in the world and profound intellectual 
error as to causes and cures prevailing in 
the responsible seats of power, one begins to 
wonder and to deubt. At any rate, no one 
is likely to dispute that, for the world as a 
whole, the avoidance of financial collapse, 
rather than the stimulation of industrial ac- 
tivity, is now the front-rank problem. The 
restoration of industry must come second in 
order of time. Nowhere, I believe, is this 
better understood than in the United States.

Died Saturday of Hardening

The funeral of Pope Sturgeon, 
who died Saturday at the Deacon- 
ess Hospital of hardening of the 
arteries, was held today from Wag- 
oner chapel to Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery. 

Mr. Sturgeon, 64 years old, was a 
son of Isaac H. Sturgeon, Assistant 
United States Treasurer here at the 
outbreak’ of the Civil War, later 
Collector of Internal Revenue un- 
der President Grant, and City 
Comptroller. 

Pope Sturgeon was born in the 
family residence in North St. Louis, 
“Bellegarde,” where Winston 
Churchill was married, and where 
many scenes from Churchill’s novel, 
“The Crisis,’ centered. 

Mr. Sturgeon was an outstanding 
pitcher on local amateur and semi- 
professional baseball teams during 
the '80s and ’90s, and credited with 
being the originator of the “spit- 
ball.” One of his outstanding 
achievements was winning 106 con- 
secutive games when he pitched for 
which he joined in 1883. He was 
also noted as a swimmer. 

For six years prior to his illness 
he was employed in the office of 
the Circuit Clerk, He was formerly 
assistant cashier of the old Me- 
chanics’ Bank and later was con- 
nected with other downtown banks. 
He is survived by a brother, Tyler, 
with whom he lived at 4943 Laclede 
avenue, and three sisters, the 
Misses Penelope P. and Clara H. 
Sturgeon and Mrs. John Green.

If and when these things are clearly the 
case, we shall then enter the cheap-money 
phase. This is the point at which, on the 
precedent of previous slumps, we might 
hope for the beginning of recovery. 

In the past, we have not infrequently had 
to wait for a war to terminate a major de- 
pression. I hope that in the future we shail 
not adhere to this purist financial attitude, 
and that we shall be ready to spend on 
the enterprises of peace what the financial 
maxims of the past would allow us to spend 
only on the devastations of war. 

Nothing could be a greater advantage to 
the world than that the United States should 
solve her own domestic problems, and, by 
solving them, provide the stimulus and the 
example to other countries. But observing 
from a distance—a nearer view of the pros- 
pect might modify my pessimism—I am un-, 
able to imagine a course of events which, 
could restore health to American industry , 
in the near future. 

I even fancy that, so far from the United 
States giving the example, she will herself 
have to wait for stimulus from outside. I, 
therefore, dare to hope—however improb-| 
able it may seem in the light of recent ex- 
perience—that relief may come first of all, 
to Great Britain and the group of overseas 
countries which look to her for
